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Your  Introduction  to  the  President  of  VCU 


It  is  our  pleasure  in  this  issue  of  The  Scarab 
to  introduce  to  you  the  new  president  of 
VCU,  Dr.  T.  Edward  Temple.  We  are 
publishing  the  remarks  which  he  made  at 
the  Reunion  luncheon  as  a  way  of  your  get- 
ting to  know  him. 


What  does  a  new  president  say  to  the 
first  group  he  officially  meets  with  after 
becoming  president  of  a  great  univer- 
sity? Let  me  take  just  a  few  minutes,  if  I 
may,  to  pour  out  my  heart  to  you,  to  say 
some  things  I  hope  you  will  approve  of. 
Most  of  you  know  my  background;  I 
have  been  associated  with  education 
only  somewhat  on  the  fringes  in  the 
past.  I  have  spent  most  of  my  life  in 
public  service  but  other  than  in  the  uni- 
versity. 

I  want  to  tell  you  a  true  story.  I 
worked  for  the  former  Governor  of 
Virginia,  Linwood  Holton,  as  Secretary 
of  Administration.  When  I  went  over  to 
his  office  to  work,  I  walked  in  one  morn- 
ing and  I  said  to  him,  "Governor,  we 
have  a  heck  of  a  lot  of  problems  in  this 
state."  He  pointed  his  finger  at  me  and 
he  said,  "There  will  be  no  talk  about 
problems  as  long  as  you're  with  me  in 
this  administration;  they  are  all  chal- 
lenges and  opportunities."  So,  not 
withstanding  the  fact  the  Governor  said 
we  were  to  talk  about  challenges  and 
opportunities,  they  sometimes  did 
become  problems.  The  sequel  to  the 
story  is  the  former  Governor  called  me 
the  other  day  to  congratulate  me  and  he 
said,  "Ed,  I'm  sure  there  are  a  heck  of  a 
lot  of.  problems  at  that  University."  And 
I  said,  "Governor,  there  are  no 
problems,  they  are  all  challenges  and 
opportunities."  And  he  said,  "Yes,  that 
was  what  I  thought,  too,  when  I  became 
the  governor,  but  I  decided  very  soon 
that  maybe  you  were  more  right  than 
I." 

Naturally,  it  is  most  heartwarming  to 
be  associated  with  a  great  part  of  this 
University,  those  of  you  who  have  con- 
tributed so  much  to  what  has  happened 
on  the  campus  of  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  and  the  great  loyalty  you 
have  to  this  institution. 

The  institution  is  growing.  It  is 
becoming  larger,  and  the  commitment 
is  becoming  larger.  It  is  becoming 
larger  because  sometime  back  in  the 
past  the  General  Assembly  brought 
together  two  institutions.  Whether  it 
was  right  or  wrong,  here  we  are  today.  I 
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want  to  tell  you  something  about  my 
early  association  with  these  two  institu- 
tions which  were  merged. 

I  served  on  the  Board  of  Visitors  at 
William  and  Mary  for  eight  years  dur- 
ing which  time  the  old  Richmond 
Professional  Institute  was  part  of  the 
William  and  Mary  system.  I  saw  it 
operate,  knew  something  about  it,  and 
was  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  institu- 
tion existed  in  the  city  of  Richmond. 
Later,  while  I  was  Secretary  of  Ad- 
ministration, the  Governor  sent  me  over 
to  make  a  study  of  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  Hospitals.  It  was  at  that  time 
I  became  keenly  aware  of  some  of  the 
problems,  some  of  the  associations, 
some  of  the  desires,  wishes,  and  goals  of 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  I  was 
also  a  member  of  the  Study  Commis- 
sion on  Higher  Education  that  recom- 
mended the  merger. 

Because  my  own  discipline  is  urban 
affairs,  it  occured  to  me  that  possibly  we 
would  never  again  have  an  opportunity 
in  Virginia  to  bring  together  two 
schools,  each  unique  in  its  own  way, 
that  could  contribute  to  a  great  urban 
university.  You  will  hear  me  say  many 
times  in  the  next  few  years  that  this 
emerging  urban  university  will  indeed 
become  one  of  the  great  urban  institu- 
tions in  America.  I  believe  this,  and  I 
believe  it  because  of  the  commitment  of 
those  of  us  who  work  here.  Even  though 
our  basic  philosophies  may  differ  at 
times,  our  basic  goal  is  the  same,  and

that  is  to  build  an  institution  that  can 
deliver  a  sound  education,  perform 
good  research,  and  render  a  public  ser- 
vice. 

You  naturally  are  wondering  what 
kind  of  a  person  Ed  Temple  is,  what  his 
commitments  are,  and  how  he  will  act 
and  react  in  the  days  ahead  as  he  at- 
tempts to  work  with  those  who  are 
closely  associated  with  this  University. 
So,  let  me  ask  a  question  which  I  think 
you  would  want  asked  and  then  attempt 
an  answer.  What  is  the  role  of  MCV/ 
VCU?  The  role  of  this  university  is  very 
clear  to  me,  although  we  may  differ  in 
its  interpretations.  Basically,  it  breaks 
down  into  three  broad  areas:  research, 
education,  and  public  service. 

We  shall  continue  to  stress  the  train- 
ing of  young  men  and  women  to  meet 
the  everyday  problems  of  a  very  com- 
plex society.  Someone  asked  me  the 
other  day  whether  our  responsibility 
and  commitment  was  to  develop  young 
men  and  women  to  go  out  into  the 
world  to  meet  the  responsibilities  of  a 
complex  urban  social  order.  My  answer 
was,  "Yes."  And  they  asked  me,  "Is 
that  the  only  mission?"  My  answer  was 
"No."  We  have  two  missions.  One  is  to 
train  young  men  and  women  to  meet 
these  responsibilities,  but  by  the  same 
token,  we  have  a  responsibility  in  this 
University,  in  all  its  schools,  and 
wherever  possible,  to  use  the  limited 
resources,  (and  they  are  limited  at

The  Treasurer  s  report  was  approved  on  motion  of  Dr.  Rudolph  C.  Thomason,  seconded  by  Dr.  John  Wesley  Parker,  Jr. 
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Doctor  Graham  made  the  following  presentation: 

"It  is  a  real  pleasure  for  me  to  inaugurate  the  Outstanding 
Alumnus  of  the  Year  award.  Although  this  award  carries  with 
it  no  monetary  or  tangible  gift,  it  is  given  to  express  the  love 
and  appreciation  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia.  It  is  most  appropriate  that  a  person  who 
has  given  so  much  of  himself  to  his  profession,  to  the  Alumni 
Association  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  to  his  alma 
mater,  and  to  his  community  should  be  the  first  recipient. 

"This  gentleman  and  scholar,  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  graduate 
of  the  University  of  Richmond,  finished  at  the  school  of 
medicine  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  in  1927  and  in- 
terned at  Memorial  Hospital  here  and  Walter  Reed  in 
Washington.  His  postgraduate  training  was  at  Children's 
Hospital  and  Massachusetts  General.  A  year  was  spent  in 
further  study  at  the  University  of  Vienna,  the  University  of 
Bologna,  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  and  the  University  of 
Berlin. 

"Let  s  cover  briefly  his  professional  career.  He  became  as- 
sociated with  Dr.  William  Tate  Graham  in  the  practice  of 
orthopedic  surgery  and  a  member  of  the  staff  here  at  MCV 
and  retired  several  years  ago  as  clinical  professor  of 
orthopedic  surgery.  He  served  for  many  years  as  chief  of  sur- 
gery at  Crippled  Children  s  Hospital. 

"He  became  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  in 
1952.  and  served  as  president  from  June,  1956,  through 
December  31,  1957.  He  was  elected  treasurer  in  1959  and  has 
served  as  editor  of  The  Scarab  since  1959.  These  are  all  titles 
but  with  this  gentleman  the  hours  of  time  and  the  thought 
and  devotion  he  has  given  this  Association  are  uncountable. 
The  balance  in  the  building  fund  today  is  a  monument  to  his

Dr.  O.  T.  Graham,  Jr.,  delivered  his  presidential  report: 

President's  Report 


"For  85  years  our  alumni  have  been  greeted  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  by  my  illustrious  predecessors.  It  is  my  distinct 
pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  the  86th  annual  meeting  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  Alumni  Association  of  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University.  This  is  a  particular  honor  for  me 
to  have  this  opportunity  for  two  reasons;  first,  this  change  in 
name  merges  our  Alumni  Association  with  the  University 
which  I  believe  has  the  potential  to  be  the  finest  university  in 
the  Commonwealth;  and,  second,  I  believe  it  assures  the  con- 
tinuance of  our  Alumni  Association  as  an  independent  cor- 
poration. In  my  report  to  you,  I  wish  to  elaborate  on  these 
two  statements. 

"First:  Virginia  Commonwealth  University  was  formed  in 
1968,  founding  date  1838,  the  year  of  the  establishment  of 
the  older  institution,  MCV.  It's  mission:  education,  research, 
health  care,  and  community  services.  As  a  state  university, 
our  first  obligation  is  to  the  citizens  of  this  state.  We  are  to 
provide  expertise  in  our  faculty  and  in  our  graduates  for  ser- 
vice as  leaders,  professionals,  businessmen,  sociologists,  etc., 
whatever  our  citizens  and  state  need.  Our  University's  second 
obligation  is  to  its  locality,  its  urban  responsibility.  As  you 
know,  VCU  is  called  upon  to  be  deeply  involved  in  com- 
munity affairs,  urban  research,  and  community  services- 
national  problems.  This  is  where,  in  my  opinion,  the  Univer- 
sity has  its  potential.  It  has  the  opportunity  to  provide  the 
leadership  in  this  field.  The  merger  of  MCV  into  the  Univer- 
sity complements  the  mission  of  the  University,  because,  cer- 
tainly, MCV  has  been  involved  in  community  affairs  and  ser- 
vices since  its  founding  in  1838. 

"MCV  has  arrived!  MCV  arrived  quite  some  time  ago  on 
the  international  scene.  I  refer  now  to  its  arrival  on  the  VCU 
scene.  Look  about  you — MCV,  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  is  prominent  and  evident  on  its  buildings,  in  all 
University  publications,  on  its  stationary,  and  on  interoffice 
and  intercampus  communications.  We  are  now  called  the 
MCV  campus.  Our  goal  of  continued  identity  has  been  ac- 
complished. We  are  now  an  integral  part  of  VCU,  and  it, 
MCV,  is  here  to  stay  forever.  Along  with  the  name  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University  goes  the  name  Medical  College 
of  Virginia. 

"Our  Alumni  Association,  I  am  proud  of  it.  I  am  honored 
to  be  its  president.  In  its  eighty-six  years  of  existence,  it  has 
many  accomplishments  to  its  credit.  One  needs  only  to  read 
the  reports  of  the  annual  meetings  to  become  aware  of  its 
achievements  and  innovations.  Some  of  its  present  pertinent 
functions  include: 

a.  maintainance  of  alumni  records; 

b.  activation  and  stimulation  of  13  alumni  chapters; 

c.  publication  of  The  Scarab; 
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d.  assisting  in  welcoming  and  orientation  of  new  students 
at  MCV; 

e.  liaison  with  the  students  at  MCV  during  their  tenure; 

f.  provision  of  our  headquarters  building  for  MCV  stu- 
dent, administrative,  or  faculty  functions; 

g.   honoring  the  MCV  senior  students  with  some  type  of 

function  in  conjunction  with  the  MCV  Foundation; 
h.  organizing  and  cosponsoring  scientific  assemblies  for 

alumni; 
i.  and  arranging  the  reunion  and  honoring  of  our  alumni 

and  many  others. 
"Our  Alumni  Association  has  certainly  given  its  support  to 
MCV  and  the  University  in  its  efforts  for  betterment  of  its 
schools  and  facilities.  We  must  lend  our  support  in  other  ways 
also.  As  alumni,  we  do,  we  can,  and  we  should  help: 

a.  in  recruitment  of  students,  staff,  and  faculty; 

b.  in  advice  and  expertise  in  helping  the  administration  in 
the  public  and  the  professional  relations  of  the  University; 

c.  by  contacting  representatives  in  all  phases  of  government 
in  support  of  the  University; 

d.  by  appearing  before  the  Legislature  or  by  contacting  your 
representatives  in  the  Legislature  regarding  budgetary  re- 
quests for  the  University; 

e.  by  helping  promote  program  developments  such  as  the 
cancer  center,  etc.; 

f.  by  lending  financial  support  to: 

1.  the  Alumni  Association's  Endowment  Fund, 

2.  endowment  of  chairs  at  MCV, 

3.  and  supporting  the  eminent  scholars  program; 

g.  and  most  importantly  by  maintaining  a  continued  and 
uniform  activity  in  our  Alumni  Association.  This  will  as- 
sure the  continued  existence  and  potency  of  the  Alumni 
Association  at  MCV. 

"As  your  president,  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  be  involved 
with  many  committees  and  activities  at  MCV  and  the 
University.  First  and  foremost,  I  have  served  on  the  Presiden- 
tial Search  Assistance  Committee.  This  Committee  has 
screened  about  300  nominees.  For  the  sake  of  brevity,  may  I 
say  that  all  nominees  were  considered  carefully  and  fairly.  As 
an  alumni  representative,  I  had  personal  private  interviews 
with  those  presidential  nominees  selected  to  visit  the  univer- 
sity, as  well  as  with  the  inside  nominees  chosen  as  terminal 
presidential  candidates.  May  I  add  that  all  nominees  per- 
sonally interviewed  expressed  considerable  interest  in  our 
Alumni  Association. 

"The  most  important  project  committee  I  have  served  on 
at  MCV  is  the  Cancer  Center  Campaign  Planning  Commit- 
tee. MCV  is  endeavoring  to  establish  a  regional  cancer  center 
for  Virginia  to  extend  its  knowledge  of  cancer  and  to  offer  its 
resources  to  its  surrounding  areas.  On  May  14,  1975,  Gover- 
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nor  Godwin  initiated  the  Cancer  Center  drive  for  funds  for 
expansion.  Dr.  Walter  Lawrence.  Jr.,  MCV  director  of  its  pre- 
sent cancer  center,  is  one  among  twelve  cancer  specialists  in 
the  United  States  whose  professorship  is  supported  by  the 
American  Cancer  Society.  Our  Alumni  Association  has  en- 
dorsed the  regional  cancer  center  project,  and  as  alumni  we 
should  promote  this  project  in  every  feasible  way. 

"I  have  attended  the  MCV  Foundation  meetings  and  have 
been  impressed  with  the  expertise  of  its  Board  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  funds  entrusted  to  them,  and  in  their  continued 
interest  in  working  with  the  Alumni  Association  in  any  way  to 
further  MCV. 

"It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  attend  all  of  the  chapter 
meetings  except  one  (P.  D.  Miller  attended  the  N.  C.  Dental 
at  Pinehurst  on  May  12)  and  to  enjoy  the  fellowship  with  the 
chapters,  and  to  'show  and  tell'  them  about  MCV.  We 
have  also  had  good  representation  from  the  administration 
and  deans  from  MCV  at  these  meetings. 

"As  to  innovations  of  our  Alumni  Association,  some  new 
committees  have  been  formed: 

1)  the  Joint  Planning  Committee-composition- MCV 
provost  (chairman),  deans  of  the  MCV  schools,  the  executive 
committee  and  vice  presidents  of  the  Alumni  Association, 
and  the  rector  of  the  University.  This  committee  will  provide 
the  Alumni  Association  with  the  programs,  goals,  and  objec- 
tives of  MCV  and  its  schools;  and  the  Alumni  Association  will 
keep  you  informed  of  it's  objectives. 

2 1  MCV  Foundation  Committee — chairman,  Mr.  R. 
Reginald  Rooke,  alumni  members  from  each  school  will  work 
with  the  Foundation  in  regards  to  the  MCV  Alumni  Endow- 
ment Fund  and  also  will  work  toward  establishment  of  other 
endowment  funds. 

3 1  MCV  Alumni  Fund  Raising  Committee — chairman, 
Rufus  P.  Ellett,  Jr.,  This  committee  will  keep  you  informed  of 
efforts  of  the  Alumni  Association  and  projects  at  MCV  and 
the  University,  in  particular,  a  new  alumni  house,  MCV 
Alumni's  Endowment  Fund,  endowment  of  chairs  at  MCV, 
eminent  scholar  program,  and  other  worthy  projects  at  MCV. 

4)  MCV  Alumni  Association  Planning  Committee — 
composed  of  the  executive  committee.  This  committee  has 
formulated  a  plan  to  present  to  our  new  president  of  the 
University  stressing  the  need  to  maintain  an  independent 
alumni  association  on  the  MCV  campus  for  all  the  health 
science  fields.  We  have  reorganized  our  Board  of  Trustees  to 
encompass  all  the  schools  at  MCV  on  a  more  equitable  basis. 
A  new  vice  presidency  for  the  School  of  Basic  Sciences  and 
Graduate  Studies  has  been  established.

Presently  medicine  would  be  entitled  to  one  additional 
trustee  due  to  its  high  membership  in  the  association  (46%  of 
the  members  of  the  Association).  The  vice  president  for  Al- 
lied Health  would  be  from  Hospital  Administration,  as  they 
have  the  largest  membership  in  the  Association  from  Allied 
Health. 

"Our  long  standing  committees  such  as  editorial,  reunion, 
membership,  etc.,  have  continued  to  function  well  as,  I 
believe,  is  self-evident.  Our  student  liaison  committee  con- 
tinues to  perform  an  outstanding  service  to  our  students  and 
future  alumni.  The  future  home  committee  is  exploring  the 
possibilities  of  a  joint  alumni  house  and  MCV  faculty  club 
with  some  shared  facilities  at  a  permanent  location  on  the 
MCV  campus. 

"Certainly  the  laurels  must  go  to  those  to  whom  they  are 
really  due.  They  must  go  to  our  previous  officers,  Board 
members,  and  alumni  who  fought  so  courageously  for  the 
past  six  years  to  maintain  the  identity  of  MCV  and  an  in- 
dependent alumni  association  as  well  as  the  present  officers, 
and  board  members,  committees,  and  alumni  and  most  as- 
suredly to  our  executive  secretary,  Minnie  Franck,  and  her 
staff  who,  as  always,  have  so  faithfully  and  diligently  carried 
the  load. 

"Our  Alumni  Association  is  working  toward  establishing 
new  goals  and  objectives.  We  are  trying  to  be  innovative,  to 
come  forth  with  a  purpose  to  further  MCV  and  our  Univer- 
sity. We  will  welcome  your  ideas  and  support.  Thank  you," 
O.  T.  Graham,  Jr.,  President 


The  report  was  approved  on  motion  of  Dr.  John  Wesley  Parker,  Jr.,  seconded  by  Dr.  Philip  L.  A.  Minor. 
Dr.  Rudolph  C.  Thomason  gave  his  report  on  the  transactions  of  the  Association. 

Secretary's  Report 

"The  Hoard  of  Trustees  held  three  meetings  during  the  past  year.  The  attendance  was  very  good. 
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"At  the  September  meeting,  Mr.  R.  Reginald  Rooke 
reported  on  the  MCV  Foundation  which  was  very  enlighten- 
ing. Dr.  James  T.  Tucker  again  requested  the  deans  to  make  a 
contribution  to  each  issue  of  The  Scarab.  It  was  reported 
Doctors  Ellett  and  McMullan  had  met  with  the  administra- 
tion on  how  to  bring  about  a  better  relationship  between  the 
administration  and  the  Alumni  Association.  The  various 
points  brought  up  will  be  followed  through  upon. 

"A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  wait  until  repairs  were 
completed  on  the  1107  House  before  a  two-year  lease  with 
the  department  of  pediatric  neurology  be  signed. 

"Passed  by  the  Board  were  suggested  changes  in  the  Cer- 
tificate of  Incorporation.  The  first  change  concerned  the 
transfer  of  alumni  funds  in  case  of  dissolution  of  the  Corpora- 
tion to  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Foundation.  The  sec- 
ond was  to  make  the  officers  of  the  Association  members  of 
the  Board  instead  of  ex-officio  members.  These  changes  must 
be  submitted  to  the  active  members  before  the  Certificate  of 
Incorporation  can  be  changed. 

Approved  was  a  motion  which  stated  "It  should  be 
publicized  in  The  Scarab  that  any  donations  to  the  various 
schools  of  the  College  may  be  made  directly  to  the  schools  or 
through  the  Alumni  Association.  Donations  to  the  schools 
through  the  Alumni  Association  would  have  their 
membership  dues  deducted. 

"Two  other  motions  which  passed  were  one  concerning  a 
contingency  fee  of  $35  for  damage  done  in  the  use  of  the 
Alumni  House.  The  rental  is  $20;  the  other  was  for  the 
publication  of  a  press  release  in  The  Scarab  re:  the  resigna- 
tion of  Doctor  Brandt. 

"Dr.  O.  T.  Graham,  Jr.,  present-elect  then,  of  the  Alumni 
Association,  was  elected  to  serve  on  the  search  committee  for 
a  new  president  of  VCU. 

"At  the  January  meeting,  Dr.  O.  T.  Graham,  Jr.,  welcomed 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  stressed  the  strengthening  of  our 
relationship  with  VCU.  He  noted  we  should  continue  to  re- 
main on  this  campus  as  an  independent  corporation. 

"The  executive  committee's  report  which  was  approved 
stated: 

'In  reply  to  the  suggestion  made  by  the  administration  that 
we  hold  our  Board  meetings  elsewhere,  we  recommend  the 
Board  meetings  continue  to  be  held  at  the  Alumni  House  but 
we  would  welcome  enthusiastically  tours  on  either  campus 
prior  to  the  luncheon.  All  the  facilities  are  here  for  our 
meetings  and  luncheons  as  well  as  our  records. 

'We  have  expanded  the  functions  of  the  liaison  committee 
for  student  activities  to  include  the  new  student  represen- 
tatives. This  committee  gets  suggestions  for  planning  the 
welcoming  activity  for  the  new  students  the  following  year. 
This  function  will  be  coordinated  with  the  dean  of  students  so 
there  will  be  no  conflict.  It  will  be  held  soon  after  registra- 
tion. 

'In  answer  to  the  administration's  request  for  a  schedule  of 
chapter  meetings,  we  will  notify  them  as  soon  as  the  dates  of 
the  meetings  are  confirmed.  We  are  delighted  that  represen- 
tatives of  the  administration  are  interested  in  attending, 
however,  we  regret  that  we  are  financially  unable  to  assist 
them  for  the  expenditures  of  their  trip.  Our  officers  pay  their 
own  way. 

'The  committee  recommends  one  administrative  officer 
chosen  by  them  be  invited  to  remain  for  the  full  Board 
meeting  if  he  so  desires. 

The  vice  presidents  for  each  school  will  contact  the  dean  or 


the  dean's  representatives  prior  to  each  meeting.  This  has 
always  been  a  function  of  the  vice  presidents  as  chairman  of 
the  liaison  committee  for  the  various  schools  and  we  are  rein- 
forcing this  function. 

'We  recommend  a  joint  committee  of  the  faculty  and  the 
alumni  be  appointed  to  study  the  feasibility  of  a  combined 
faculty  club  and  alumni  house. 

'The  committee  recommends  the  name  of  the  Association 
be  changed  to  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  Alumni  As- 
sociation of  Virginia  Commonwealth  University.  This,  being 
a  change  in  the  Certificate  of  Incorporation,  will  have  to  be 
approved  by  the  members.' 

"At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  on  June  6,  yesterday,  the 
Board  recommended  special  funds  be  raised  on  our  own  in 
cooperation  with  the  MCV  Foundation;  to  continue  the  dis- 
cussion of  a  faculty  club  in  conjunction  with  a  future  alumni 
home;  to  form  a  joint  planning  committee  composed  of  the 
administration,  the  deans,  the  executive  committee,  and  the 
vice  presidents  to  work  on  projects  and  planning;  and  to 
solicit  from  Board  members  their  suggestion  as  to  our  goals 
and  objectives  as  well  as  their  complaints. 

"The  Board  approved  the  setting  up  of  an  Alumni  Associa- 
tion of  MCV  Endowment  Fund  within  the  MCV  Foundation 
with  an  initial  contribution  of  $5,000  from  the  Association.  A 
committee  chaired  by  Mr.  R.  Reginald  Rooke  would  work 
with  the  Foundation  to  set  up  the  purposes  for  which  this 
fund  would  be  used.  Dr.  Rufus  P.  Ellett,  Jr.,  will  head  a 
special  fund  raising  committee. 

"Approval  of  the  Board  was  given  to  the  concept  of  the 
Cancer  Center  at  MCV. 

"Mrs.  Carol  B.  Cantrell  in  her  report  on  the  liaison  com- 
mittee for  student  activities  stated  523  of  the  graduating  class 
showed  up  for  the  dance  sponsored  by  the  Association  and 
the  MCV  Foundation  on  May  16.  Plans  for  a  picnic  as  a  part 
of  the  orientation  of  new  students  sponsored  by  the  student 
government,  the  student  affairs  office,  honorary  fraternities, 
and  the  Association  were  discussed. 

"The  bylaws  of  the  Association  were  amended  as  follows: 

Article  II,  Section  1,  was  changed  to  read: 

The  officers  shall  consist  of  a  president,  a  president-elect,  a 
vice  president  from  each  of  the  schools  of  MCV,  a  secretary, 
and  a  treasurer. 

Article  II,  Section  3,  shall  now  read: 

"There  shall  be  a  vice  president  from  each  of  the  schools  of 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia. 

Article  III,  Section  1,  was  changed  to: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  20  nor 
more  than  50  active  members,  and  shall  include  the  presi- 
dent, the  president-elect,  the  immediate  past  president,  all 
vice  presidents,  the  secretary,  and  the  treasurer.  Trustees 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  nominating  committee  and  elected 
by  written  mail  ballot  to  the  active  members.  There  shall  be 
proportionate  representation  from  each  of  the  schools. 

Article  IV,  Section  1,  will  now  state: 

The  election  of  members  to  fill  the  offices  of  the  president, 
the  president-elect,  vice  presidents,  secretary,  and  treasurer 
shall  carry  with  it  election  to  the  Board  in  the  event  that  those 
so  elected  be  not  already  members.  The  retiring  president 
shall  retain  membership  on  the  Board  for  one  year. 

Article  VII,  Section  1,  will  state: 

There  shall  be  a  nominating  committee  composed  of  two 
from  the  school  of  medicine  and  one  each  from  the  other 
schools. 
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Article  VII,  Section  2,  was  changed  to: 
There  shall   be  additional   members  elected  so  that  all 
schools  shall  be  represented.

times),  to  make  a  contribution  to  the 
environment  of  which  we  are  a  part. 
When  I  was  in  the  Governor  s  office 
and  could  look  across  the  street  at  this 
institution,  I  used  to  say,  "There's  a 
great  resource  which  we  in  state 
government  ought  to  be  using.''  In  fact, 
the  state  government  and  the  city  of 
Richmond  ought  to  be  serving  as  a 
laboratory  for  us  in  the  University.  I 
think  that  is  precisely  what  is  happen- 
ing. We  have,  then,  a  mandate  as  an 
emerging  urban  university  to  address 
ourselves  to  the  critical  problems  of  our 
day  and  to  try  to  find  some  solutions  to 
these  problems.  In  attempting  to  reach 
our  goals  and  fulfill  our  missions,  we 
shall  never  forget  that  scholarship  and 
sound  learning  must  indeed  become  a 
hallmark  of  this  institution. 

I  was  very  interested  as  I  read  the  last 
report  from  the  Dean  of  the  School  of 
Medicine  in  which  Dr.  Pearse  pointed 
out  one  measure  of  accomplishment: 
MCV  students  taking  the  clinical  part  II 
of  the  national  board  examination  con- 
tinue to  rank  in  the  top  third  of  all 
medical  schools  across  the  country.  In 
that  statement  the  Dean  focused  upon 


the  very  thing  I  am  talking  about — 
excellence.  In  another  section  of  this 
same  report,  the  Dean  addressed 
himself  to  another  part  of  our  mission, 
that  having  to  do  with  continuing 
education,  when  he  said,  "The  main 
goal  of  the  office  of  continuing  medical 
education  is  to  meet  the  educational 
needs  of  Virginia's  practicing  physi- 
cians. In  the  1973-1974  academic 
years,  he  goes  on  to  say,  "we  have 
made  significant  strides  in  achieving 
these  goals.' 

What  shall  be  our  major  thrust  in  the 
immediate  future?  It  will  be  to  improve 
as  an  urban  university.  This,  I  think, 
can  be  done  in  so  many  ways.  As  I 
reflect  on  what  is  here:  25,000 
people, — students,  faculty,  classified 
employees,  and  staff,  these  are  the  peo- 
ple who  can  make  a  great  contribution 
toward  improving  the  image  of  this 
University.  But,  let  me  say  to  you  with 
all  the  emphasis  at  my  command,  we 
can  not  do  this  job  alone.  The  thou- 
sands of  alumni  who  have  been  as- 
sociated with  the  institution  must  help 
us  as  we  build  this  image.  We  shall 
count  heavily  upon  the  alumni,  that  im- 
portant link  between  the  University  and 
the  outside  world. 

As   we  continue  to   respond   to  the 


educational  needs  of  people,  we  will 
never  be  content  to  rest  until  we  have 
developed  programs  in  the  University 
which  meet  the  needs  of  the  great  mul- 
titude of  people  who  have  never  had 
the  opportunity  for  an  education.  We 
talk  a  great  deal  these  days  about  the 
leveling  off  of  enrollments,  or,  in  some 
instances,  even  the  drop  in  enrollments. 
I  maintain  that  there  is  a  golden  oppor- 
tunity in  the  years  ahead  to  fill  this  gap, 
if  there  is  a  gap,  by  making  our 
educational  programs  fit  the  need  of 
those  people  in  the  age  bracket  of  24-to- 
the-grave,  many  of  whom  need  and 
want  an  educational  experience.  The 
first  time  I  taught  on  the  West  Campus 
I  had  a  student  70  years  of  age  who  had 
gotten  her  degree  from  Virginia  Com- 
monwealth University  just  the  previous 
session.  I  said,  "Why  in  the  world  are 
you  back  here  taking  another  un- 
dergraduate course?"  She  said,  "Simply 
because  I'm  living  in  a  complex  urban 
society,  and  I  want  to  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  sit  in  this  class  with  young 
men  and  women  as  we  talk  about  some 
of  the  solutions  to  the  problems. 
Secondly,  I  want  to  be  here  because  it 
stimulates  my  mind.  I'm  interested  in 
this  sort  of  thing.''  Here  was  a  woman 
who  had  spent  the  larger  part  of  her  life 
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raising  a  family,  but  all  at  once  she 
became  interested  in  pursuing  some 
sort  of  educational  program.  We  have 
such  a  responsibility  to  the  large 
number  of  people  who  want  this  type  of 
experience. 

1  think  we  in  this  University  need  to 
focus  greater  attention  on  the  physical 
appearance  of  the  campus,  to  make  it  as 
attractive  as  possible  to  those  who  come 
here.  We  need  to  fulfill  a  part  of  our 
mission  with  new  physical  facilities. 
The  need  is  great  on  the  MCV  campus 
for  a  health  sciences  building,  the 
cancer  center,  the  new  hospital,  and  the 
renovation  of  present  hospital  facilities. 
Some  of  you  know  we  had  a  setback  just 
recently  as  a  result  of  a  Supreme  Court 
decision  in  regard  to  our  hospital.  The 
Board  of  Visitors  of  this  University  is 
urging  us  in  the  administration  to  find 
some  alternative  plan  so  that  we  can 
move  along  with  this  project.  On  the 
West  Campus,  we  greatly  need  a  per- 
forming arts  center;  we  also  need  to 
renovate  old  buildings  so  that  we  can 
have  adequate  classroom  space  to  carry 
on  a  sound  educational  program  for  the 
some  15,500  young  men  and  women 
who  attend  classes  on  that  campus. 
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In  conclusion,  we  shall  continue  to 
develop  programs  to  meet  community 
needs.  This  has  been  done  so  well  in  the 
School  of  Medicine  and  in  the  Schools 
of  Pharmacy,  Nursing,  and  the  others 
represented  on  the  MCV  campus.  So, 
we  shall  continue  to  emphasize  continu- 
ing education  throughout  all  schools  of 
Virginia  Commonwealth  University. 
We  shall  continue  to  build  graduate 
programs.  (We  have  an  opportunity  to 
institute  new  graduate  programs  that 
are  multidisciplinary  in  nature  by  using 
the  resources  of  several  schools  within 
the  University.)  I  am  interested  in 
greater  effort  being  devoted  to  research. 
I  am  interested,  as  president  of  VCU,  in 
listening  to  all  people — to  students,  to 
faculty,  to  staff,  to  alumni.  I  guess  one 
of  the  basic  bits  of  philosophy  of  my  en- 
tire public  career,  and  I  ve  said  it 
everytime   Ive  accepted   a  new  chal- 


lenge, and  that  is  my  door  is  always 
open  to  all  who  want  to  come  in  and  be 
heard.  I  sincerely  mean  that.  I  hope  the 
alumni  of  this  University  will  afford 
themselves  of  this  opportunity  when- 
ever they  feel  called  upon  to  do  so. 
Let  us  know  how  you  feel;  tell  us  ways 
in  which  we  might  improve  the  Univer- 
sity and  its  programs. 

I  want  to  pay  tribute  to  you  for  the 
excellent  leadership  which  you  are  giv- 
ing to  the  Alumni  Association,  for  some 
of  the  innovations  and  for  some  of  your 
fresh  ideas.  To  everyone  of  you,  let  me 
simply  say,  it's  heartwarming  to  be 
president  of  Virginia  Commonwealth 
University.  I  accepted  this  challenge 
with  dedication  and  a  full  commitment; 
and,  above  all,  I  have  accepted  it  in 
humble  gratitude  for  the  opportunity  to 
work  in  one  of  the  great  urban  institu- 
tions of  this  country  in  the  years  ahead.

As  I  near  the  end  of  four  years  at 
MCV  and  move  to  assume  new  re- 
sponsibilities in  my  own  specialty  field, 
I  would  like  to  make  a  few  assess- 
ments of  progress  at  the  School  of 
Medicine  over  these  past  four  years. 

On  the  positive  side,  I  have  the  most 
pride  in  our  quality  faculty  which  has 
helped  the  reputation  and  accomplish- 
ment of  MCV  to  grow,  and  our  excel- 
lent students  who  have  reinforced  our 
reputation  wherever  they  have  gone  for 
residency  or  the  practice  of  medicine. 
The  undergraduate  curriculum  has  ma- 
tured effectively,  and  the  MCV  School 
of  Medicine  students  consistently  rank 
in  the  top  25  percent  across  the  United 
States  on  the  clinical  Part  II  National 
Board  examinations.  The  graduate 
medical  education  programs — intern- 
ship and  residency — have  grown  both 
in  numbers  and  in  organization,  and 
most  attract  many  applicants  from 
all  across  the  country.  Continuing 
education  is  developing  rapidly.  All 
of  the  educational  efforts  have  been 
strengthened  by  the  Office  of  Educa- 
tional Planning  and  Development  and 
its  staff,  established  in  1972. 

Our  liaison  with  local  and  state 
physicians  and  the  patients  we  serve 
has  been  continually  improving.  Both 
financial  organization  and  financial  sta- 
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Medicine 

bility  have  been  achieved.  In  our  re- 
sponsibilities as  a  provider  of  health 
manpower  for  Virginia,  a  particular 
point  of  pride  is  the  Department  of 
Family  Practice  and  its  residency  pro- 
grams, soon  to  be  at  36  graduates 
annually  and  with  early  indications 
that  most  of  these  graduates  are  lo- 
cating practice  in  small  towns  and  rural 
areas  of  the  state. 

Progress  toward  our  new  hospital 
and  patient  care  facilities  has  been 
set  back,  and  we  may  again  need  to 
call  on  alumni  support  for  necessary 
legislation.  Let's  work  together  for 
MCV. 

For  whatever  has  been  accomplished 
here  since  1971,  the  credit  goes  to  the 
department  chairmen,  the  faculty,  and 
the  superb  staff  of  the  Dean's  Office. 
For  those  things  undone,  I  carry  the 
regret.  We  never  did  succeed  in  creat- 
ing the  one  new  health  professional; 
the  assistant  who  goes  to  medicine  or 
committee  meetings  for  three  hours 
and  then  gives  a  five  minute  report 
to  the  doctor  or  Dean  on  what  occurred 
— if  anything.  If  we'd  had  such  a  per- 
son here,  I  could  have  spent  more 
time  with  the  students — this  was  my 
major  wish.
